1. FIRST TRUCK CONVOY IN 6 DAYS BRINGS FOOD TO PP 

FROM BATTAMBANG AS FANK CLEARS ROUTE 5 AFTER HARD FIGHTING. 
ROUTE 4 TO KOMPONG SOM REMAINS CLOSED WITH KI HOLDING 
6 MI. STRETCH THROUGH JUNGLE AGAINST FANK ATTACKS 
FROM BOTH ENDS. KI ASSAULTS AGAINST PREK THNOT DAM 
SITE 40 MI. W OF PP BEATEN OFF WITH REPORTED HEAVY 
ENEMY CASUALTIES AS FANK SUFFERS 7 DEAD, 10 WOUNDED; 

NO REPORT OF DAMAGE TO UN-ASSISTED PROJECT, DAMAGED 
BY KI IN 1971 BUT SCHEDULED FOR COMPLETION THIS YEAR. 

SOME FIGHTING CONTINUES AT SURROUNDED PROVINCE CAPITAL 
OF TAKEO, AND CLASHES REPORTED AT KOMPONG TRAM, SITE 
OF SUGAR REFINERY 18 MI. SW OF PP (NYT; WP; CSM; AP. 

SUN; UPI CHITRIB, NYDN; REUTER). WILLIAMS (REUTER) 

REPORTS, NOTING SPECULATION THAT KI WANT TO CAPTURE 
SURROUNDED KOMPONG CHAM TO SET UP A RIVAL CAPITAL, 

THAT HEAVY DAMAGE SUSTAINED AND MORE THAN 100 RESIDENTS 
KILLED OR WOUNDED WHEN ENEMY LAUNCHED 300-ROUND MORTAR 
AND ROCKET BARRAGE EARLY AUGUST 31, MAINLY DIRECTED 
AT TEXTILE PLANT ON CITY'S OUTSKIRTS; FANK REINFORCING 
OPPOSITE BANK OF MEKONG IN EFFORT TO STOP SHELLING, 

CLAIMS KI USED POISON GAS INCAPACITATED 6 SOLDIERS. 

2. NCNA (REUTER) REPORTS SIHANOUK, TO QUELL SPECULATION 
OF GKR KI MOSCOW PEACE TALKS, DENIES INSURGENTS WOULD 
EVER CONTACT WITH LON NOL REGIME; SAYS GKR LEADERS 
WOULD BE HANGED AS TRAITORS AND WAR CRIMINALS WHEN 
PP LIBERATED, AND THAT HIS SUPPORTERS DON'T RECOGNIZE 
RIGHT OF USSR OR ANY FOREIGN COUNTRY TO INTERFERE

ENDED YESTERDAY WITH CHINESE REJECTING TRADE, COMMERCE 
AND NAVIGATIONAL TREATY. INSTEAD, THEY AGREED ONLY 

TO 3-YEAR TRADE PACT CALLING FOR MUTUAL MFN TREATEMENT 
ON TARIFFS AND CUSTOMS CLEARANCE AND CREATION OF JOINT 
COMMITTEE TO MEET ANNUALLY TO DISCUSS RESPECTIVE TRADE 
GOALS. JAPANESE HAD HOPED PRC WOULD AGREE TO FULL 
TREATY WITH PROVISIONS ON PERSONNEL INTERCHANGE AND 
FOR PROTECTING COMMERCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL PROPERTY 
RIGHTS. EXPECTED IN TOKYO THAT NEW TRADE PACT WILL 
BE SIGNED BY END OF SEPTEMBER, ALTHOUGH CHINESE DO 
NOT APPEAR IN HURRY TO REACH FINAL AGREEMENT AS DO 
JAPANESE.

JOINT OIL EXPLORATION AND TRADE MISSION TO MANILA

SOURCE CONTENDS MARCOS HAS CONFIRMED VISIT BY RUSSIAN 
MISSION. BUT DID NOT SAY WHEN IT WOULD ARRIVE OR LENGTH 
OF STAY (AP, CSM). 

COMMENT AND ANALYSIS 

16. AUG. 30 ANNOUNCEMENT OF CCP POLITBURO MEMBERSHIP 
WIDELY COVERED, PROMPTS NYT'S DURDIN IN HONG KONG 

TO REMARK THAT NEW POWER LINE-UP INDICATES THAT CHOU 
STILL NO. 2 MAN, AND THAT IT SEEMS TO CONTAIN A MIX 
OF NEW AND OLD CIVILIAN LEADERS AND MILITARY TYPES. 

WP'S GREENWAY, IN SIMILAR VEIN, OBSERVES THAT CHOU 
APPEARS TO HAVE ACHIEVED A BALANCE. NOTING THAT OLD 
PARTY VENERABLES, GPCR LEFT, AND MILITARY ALL HAVE 
VOICE IN POLITBURO. UPI HONG KONG SEES INDICATIONS 
THAT MODERATES CENTERED AROUND CHOU HAVE DEFINITELY 
MAINTAINED UPPER HAND OVER RADICALS (NYDN, CHITRIB). 

DURDIN, GREENWAY, GLOBE AND MAIL’S BURNS IN PEKING 
(CSM), AND AFP'S ROMENSKY IN PEKING (PHINQ) NOTE ELEVATION 
OF WANG HUNG- WEN, FORMER SHANGHAI COTTON MILL WORKER 
AND CHANG CHUN-CHIAO PROTEGE. TO POLITBURO STANDING 
COMMITTEE. MOST REPORTERS ALSO NOTE ABSENCE OF CHIANG 
CHING AND YAO WEN- YU AN, BOTH GPCR RADICALS. FROM POLITBURO 
STANDING COMMITTEE, THOUGH BOTH FORMERLY LISTED AMONG 
TOP EIGHT OF POLITBURO MEMBERS FOR LAST FEW YEARS. 

17. CSM NOTES RISE OF YOUNG WANG HUNG- WEN AS NO. 
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3 IN CP HIERARCHY AND VIEWS 10TH PARTY CONGRESS AS 
HAVING REAFFIRMED MAO-CHOU LEADERSHIP AND ITS 'PRO- 
AMERICAN 1 ' FOREIGN POLICY ORIENTATION. SUN SEES WANG'S 
DESIGNATION AS VICE-CHAIRMAN IN PRESIDIUM AN INDICATION 
OF 10TH CONGRESS FACING UP TO NEED FOR YOUNGER LEADERS 
AS MAO AND CHOU GROW OLD. SAYS NONE OF THIS MEANS 
THAT ALL IS POLITICALLY SOMNOLENT IN CHINA. OR THAT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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UPHEAVALS UPON DEATH OF MAO AND CHOU ARE GUARANTEED 
AGAINST. IT DOES SUGGEST, HOWEVER, A FIRM CONTROL 
AT THE MOMENT. 

18. CSM’S SAIKOWSKI OBSERVES SINO-SOVIET POLEMICS 
REACHING RAW PITCH, BUT SEES NO SIGNS OF HEIGHTENED 
TENSION ALONG FRONTIER. CITES PENTAGON SOURCES AS 
SAYING THERE IS CONTINUING FLESHING OUT OF FORCES 
ALONG SINO-SOVIET BORDER, BUT IT IS NOT THOUGHT THAT 
CHINA SERIOUSLY EXPECTS USSR TO ATTACK. AP MOSCOW 
REPORTS PRAVDA EDITORIAL, PUBLISHED AFTER CONCLUSION 
OF 10TH CP CONGRESS, DENOUNCING CHINESE FOR ALLEGEDLY

MAKING COMMON CAUSE WITH "IMPERIALISM" IN INDOCHINA 
AND THE MIDDLE EAST AND FOR OPPOSING KREMLIN'S PEACEFUL

PRC'S PLANS TO DOMINATE ASIA (SUN). 

19. LAT'S DAVID LAMB IN P-NG (AUG. 30) DESCRIBES 
"CARGO CULT," WHICH REVOLVES AROUND BELIEF OF P-NG 
TRIBESMEN THAT MATERIAL WEALTH ASSOCIATED WITH THE 
WHITE MAN BELONGS BY RIGHT TO THE BLACK MAN AND WILL 
BE RETURNED TO HIM BY SUPERNATURAL POWERS. 

20. JOE ALSOP (WP) PRESENTS ARGUMENTS THAT "SAMOKHIN 
PAPER," WHICH REPORTS THAT USSR IS MOVING STEADILY 
CLOSER TO WAR WITH CHINA, IS GENUINE WARNING. DOCUMENT 
ALLEGEDLY SMUGGLED OUT OF USSR THIS SUMMER BY MAN 
CLAIMING TO BE MEMBER OF "LIBERAL UNDERGROUND". 

21. IN SECOND INSTALLMENT ON PHILS, CSM’S HAYWARD 

IN MANILA OBSERVES MARTIAL LAW AND LAND REFORM RESTORING 
AGRARIAN CALM TO NORTHERN PROVINCE, WHERE COMMIES 
AND NPA INSURGENTS FORMERLY WERE ACTIVE. HOWEVER, 

CITES INFORMANTS CLAIMING THAT GOP FORCES HAVE SUSTAINED 
SUBSTANTIAL CASUALTIES IN MINDANAO OPERATIONS AGAINST 
MUSLIM GUERRILLAS. SOME YOUNG MUSLIMS ARE SAID TO 
HAVE GONE TO EGYPT FOR PARA MILITARY TRAINING; MEANWHILE. 
MUSLIM TEACHERS FROM ARAB NATIONS SUCH AS LIBYA ENTER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MINDANAO TO ENCOURAGE MUSLIM UNITY AND DISSENT. MUSLIMS 
ALSO GET SUPPORT FROM INDONESIAN WETBACKS AND MALAYSIAN 
MUSLIMS. NOTES THAT FOUR-MAN ISLAMIC FACT-FINDING 
DELEGATION, THAT VISITED MINDANAO AND SULU MID- AUGUST. 
EXPRESSED HOPE THEIR MISSION WOULD BE "START OF PERMANENT 
PEACE IN THE AREA." ROGERS
